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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Applicant is reminded to update the first paragraph of the specification to reflects 
Applicant's intention to claim the benefit of foreign priority as claimed in the Oath that 
US App No 10/505,404 is a 371 national stage filing of PCT/U SO 3/04534 filed 
2/14/2003. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 7 and 8 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from another multiple dependent 
claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated 
on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fujikawa 
et al.,(US Pat No 5,784,860). 

With respect to claim 1, Fujikawa discloses a package/bag (Fujikawa Fig 1A) in 
which a glass substrate/led panel (Fig 1B) is packed and sealed. Fujikawa also 
discloses that the package comprises a film (Fig 2; see also column 7, lines 19-21) that 
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will not dirty surfaces of the glass substrate. It is inherent that the film holding the glass 
substrate will not dirty or scratch the surface of the substrate. 

With respect to claim 2, Fujikawa discloses that the film is a polyethylene 
terephthalate film (column 7, lines 42-43). 

With respect to claim 3, Fujikawa discloses that the film is a laminated film 
comprising a plurality of layers (column 7, lines 19-21). 

With respect to claim 4, Fujikawa discloses that the innermost one of the layers 
constituting the laminated film is a polyethylene terephthalate layer (Fig 2 and column 7, 
lines 42-43). 

With respect to claim 5, Fujikawa discloses that at least one of the layers 
constituting the laminated film has a moisture-proof property (column 8, lines 44-47). 

With respect to claim 6, Fujikawa discloses that at least one layer having the 
moisture-proof property is an aluminum layer which is not the innermost layer (Fig 2 
reference number 42; column 7, lines 22-26). 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Yenni Jr. et al., (US Pat No 4,156,751) discloses a bag with a 
PET and aluminum layer for electronic equipment.
